There have been weeks of protracted debate in Congre s 
over ways and means of enabling our soldiers, both overseas 
and In training camps, to vote at this year's elections. And 
probably no matter how difficult it may be, ballots will be 
gotten to the service men. 

Under the circumstances, it is ironic, indeed, to learn from 
our State election officials that California voters on the home 
front, in far too many instances, haven’t even taken the trouble 
to register. Our registration totals are at the lowest point in 
years, despite the fact that California is bulging with nev 
residents. 

The deadline for registering for the May primary is April 
6. If you aren’t registered, get registered—and do your duty 
on election day. Now, more than ever before, our votes are 
important. Let’s not fail to make them count! 

It is estimated that there are at least 250 new residents 
in Sierra Madre who will not have a vote at the April 11 city 
election unless they are registered here on or before next 
Thursday, March 2. That is the deadline for registration be¬ 
fore the municipal election in which two city councilmen, a 
city clerk and city treasurer will be chosen. 

Persons who have changed their places of residence since 
the last election must re-register to qualify as voters. Too 1 te 
to make a house-to-house canvass of new residents, Miss Viv¬ 
ian Warren of 61 Windsor lane has been appointed a registrar. 
She will accept registrations at her home, or call upon new 
residents for the purpose If they will call her at CUater 5-6272.

Hail fell in tne city while a 
gale blew Saturday night and 
snow came down the mountain¬ 
side to a little above the city line 
while a torrential rain fell early 
Tuesday morning leaving all the 
surrounding mountain peaks un¬ 
der a heavy blanket of snow that 
was still there yesterday, but 
none fell in the city. 

Forest Rangers reported that 
there were five feet of snow at 
Red Box, in the mountains just 
above the city. All communica¬ 
tion with Mr. Wilson was cut off 
by the deep snow’, which ma¬ 
rooned scores of persons, includ¬ 
ing some Sierra Madre youths.

SIERRA MADRE MARINE SAYS 
“WE HAD TO KILL A LOT OF 
JARS” IN MARSHALL ISLANDS 


It was necessary to kill a lot 
of Japs to take Namur and Roi 
islands of the Marshall group, 
and while it was a tough battle 
for a while, the Japs never had 
a chance, Pfc. Wesley J. Perry 
of the Marines writes to his wife, 
now residing in Sierra Madre at 
19 E. Highland ave. 

“The battle is over and I came 
out of it fine," he says in a let¬ 
ter just received by Mrs. Perry. 
"We took the islands of Namur 
and Roi, of the Marshall group. 
It was a tough fight for a while, 
even though the Japs didn't have 
a chance. We had to kill lots 
of them. Tell little Bob I have 
a few Jap souvenirs that I hope 
they will let me send home. 

“The natives of this island 
are fine. They have been taught 
for 20 years to hate white peo¬ 
ple, but it didn't take more thin 
a couple of hours to show them 
that we were not going to hurt 
them. One showed me how to 
strip a coconut in a couple of 
minutes. I gave him a cigarette 
and a match and from then on 
we were pals. 

"Please send some paper clip¬ 
pings of the battle. We are all 
curious to know what kind of a 
write-up we got.” 

Pvt. Perry has been in the ser¬ 
vice for about a year, receiving 
most of his training, including 
the special Ranger or Commando 
training at Camp Pendleton.

Public Library is 
Collecting Books 
for Boys in Army 

Another campaign is under 
way to collect books for the 
Army. It is sponsored by the 
California Library Association 
and local libraries are acting as 
collecting agents in their commu¬ 
nities . As transportation is i 
big problem, only books which 
will be of interest to the young 
men and women in the service 
are requested. Any Christmas 
book3 or book of the month which 
you do not wish to keep but have 
enjoyed is a good one to pass on 
to men of the fighting forces. 

Books collected in this area are 
sent to a processing center in 
Los Angeles where they are sort- 
ed and prepared for shipping. At 
this center are received the re¬ 
quests from the Army for the 
number and types of book- need¬ 
ed at the different Army camps. 
The popular titles in the cheap 
paper bindings are wanted for 
troop ships. 


School Children 
Will be Tested for 
Defective Hearing 

Methods to discover and cor¬ 
rect defective hearing in school 
children were discussed by Mrs. 
Jerry Burns, nurse in charge of 
Los Angeles County Schools 
“hard cf hearing” program, who 
spake at the P.T.A. Founders 
Day meeting last Thursday at 
the grammar school. 

Mrs. Burns listed hearing de¬ 
fects as due to excessive wax in 
the ears, a tendency to “running" 
cars, tonsil and adenoid trouble, 
as well as psychological reasons. 
She demonstrated a corrective 
device. 

"Regular hearing tests are now 
being given at Juvenile Hall,” 
sne ,-:aiu, "because we find very 
often hard-of-hearing difficulties 
lead to delinquency of one kind 
or another. Discovering any 
hearing defect in a child is doubly 
rewarded -to the child, to whom 
corrective measures can be ap¬ 
plied; to parents and teachers 
who. formerly having been harsh 
with an afflicted child, n v* can 
apply a new understanding to 
their management. 

"Tests are given as many as 
three times, if there is any doubt 
of their accuracy, because of pos¬ 
sible outside noises interfering, or 
nervous disturbances. A child's 
I. Q. is taken into consideration 
also: some children respond 

quicker than others.” 

School Supt. Korsmeier, anx¬ 
ious that the grammar school 
have the special advantage of 
this testing for its pupils, made 
application for the service last 
tiplemoer. Because of the limit 
of facilities, time and personnel, 
only four schools in the county 
have been fortunate enough to 
have the tests, and Sierra Madre 
is one of them. 

March 2 is the date set for 
tests of local school children, and 
parents and teachers are eager 
over its ultimate possibilities.

Like the patent-medicine evjn. 
gelist of old, with his coat-tail:-; 
flying, Vice-President Henry Wal¬ 
lace has come to California and 
gone again, leaving his doctrine 
of idealism, untinctured with 
, practicality, echoing from half a 
! dozen platforms. 

I No man can quarrel with the 
\ Vice-President’s list of objectives 
for the human race. In the main 
it closely parallels those of ail 
sincere men. It’s when means of 
accomplishing those obvious aims 
are discussed that Mr. Wallace 
wavers, for modus operand! Is so 
much Latin to the star-gazing 
Iowan, logic just confuses the is. 
sue and practicality is -definitely 
not in Ills lexicon. 

Any man, of course, can make 
a list. California has seen and 
judged its share of them. Upton 
; Sinclair made one -a list surpris¬ 
ingly like Wallace's. But Califor- 
; nia found that he had no plan to 
; sustain it beyond a sincere hope 
that all good things somehow 
! would come to pass. 

Wallace, too, sincerely believes 
it preferable for "the common 
man” to permit the government 
] to spend his money for him, even j 
thoug'i a sizeable slice is lost in J 
| transit. He apparently sees no 
jehasm separating government 
regulation in a democracy and 
government control in a tfictator- 
! ship. 

In addition to necessary public 
works programs in the post-war 
era, Wallace proposes “regional 
TVA’s and a vast multitude of 
things which the government can 
i do which the individual can’t.” 
The war debt gargantua "will not 
! block such a program," he 
| promised. 

Since nobody yet has devised a 
j way to liquidate the war debt ex- 
[ cept by paying it with tax money, 
California notes with growing 
i anxiety the continued plucking of 
1 lands from the tax rolls here by 
the Federal government. Through- 
' out the nation, the government 
now owns, tax free, 20 per cent 
of all the land. But in California, 
j the Federal acreage stands at 43 
1 per cent! Land acquired since the 
I war is but a small part of the 
whole, but in this State sold hold, 
lngs already total more than 100 
million dollars in assessed valua¬ 
tion! 

A plan to ease the jolt against 
remaining tax rolls by assessing 
federal lands will appear on the 
California ballot in May. In the 
meantime, the more properties 
are absorbed by Federal agencies, 
the harder it becomes for the 
State to pay its share of the war 
cost. 

The exorbitant price tag on the 
Wallace theory is well Illustrated 
in the real estate business, where 
96 tax-exempt federal bureaus 
now undertake transactions in 
daily competition with tax-paying 
insurance companies, banks, 
building and loan companies and 
private capital. Who finances 
th se bureaus? Why. the "com¬ 
mon man,” of course, whether 
wage earner, business man or 
professional. 

The Vice-President's sincerity 
is granted. Unfortunately, though, 
when it's time to pay for the 
wonderful gifts Mr. Wallace

T ODAY we conclude our review of Robert 
Bridges’ "Testament of Beauty.” In man's 
upward climb through Beauty we come in 
the 13th century to its new expression in poetry, 
in the poems of love and chivalry anj adoration 
of ideal womanhood. Gathered in mutual adm ra- 
tion at the court of Count Raymond in Provence 
in the south of France were flocks of troubadours 
and minstrels and poets. Bridges has a Homeric 
description of their gathering, comparing them 
to a flock of birds, which a traveler might find 
beside the dykes of the flat Frisian shore, widely 
dispersed and feeding on the marshes, at first 
silent and unobserved. 

When without warninR suddenly all the legion fowl 
Rise from their beauties' ambush in the reedy beds 
And on spread wings with clamorous etstasy, 

Carillioning in the air, manoeuvre, and where they wheel, 
Transjiort the broken sunlight, shoaling in the sky,— 
With like sudden animation the fair fields cf France 
Gave birth to myriad poets and singers unknown, 

Who In « main flight gathering their playful flock, 

Settled In Languedoc, on either side the Rhone. 

Within the court and county of Raymond of Toulouse. 

R AYMOND Berenger IV of Provence was fa¬ 
mous for his liberality and his patronage of 
poets and other men of genius. He reigned 
from 1209 to 1245. His four daughters all became 
queens, as Villani tells us in his chrcn'cle, qu t:d 
in Longfellow’s Dante. Perhaps Bridges ha3 mixed 
him up with Raymond of Toulouse, an opponent 
(1222-1249), but it would not matter. The picture 
is of chivalrous men and queenly women living 
in a beautiful land and cultivating beauty in 
poetry and music. Bridges thinks wistfully of 
that company. He writes: 

And truly I could have shared their fancy could I have 
lived 

Among those glad Jongleurs, living again for me, 

And had joy’d with them in that liberty aid goxl-will 
Which men call toleration, a thing so stiff to learh 
That ’tis left to sceptics and cynics. In Prov-nc 1 
Jew quarreled not with Gentile ; there was peace and love 
'Twlxt Saracen and Christian, Catalan and Frank. 

A ND while thinking of the beautiful example 
of tolerance, and poetic ta«te and peace and 
love in a “land of delight,” Bridges feels con¬ 
strained to mention other beautiful places of the 1 
earth, including Nairobi, which some Sierra Mad- 
reans have visited and described, and “Pasadena's 
roseland,” which might include the vicinity of 
our village. 

While in such play Count Raymond's folk lived joyfully 
Provence seemed to mankind the one land of d light,— 

A country where a man might fairly choose to dwell; 
Tho’ some would rather praise the green languorous isles. 
Hawaii or Samoa, and some the bright Azores,

r IE poem moves on to a fourth part,—Ethic 
and Duty, also learned in the course of Na¬ 
ture. To quote again: “Nature, as Plato 
saith, teacheth man by Beauty, and by th? lure 
of sense, leideth him ever upward to heavenly 
things.” Bridges gives a charming picture of 
duty in, the bird kingdom and tries to trace its 
passage in the ethics of man. 

There is a young black ouzel now building her nest 
Under the rosemary under the wall, suspiciously 
Shunning my observation as I sit on the porch 
Intentive with my pencil as she with her beak. 

Could we discourse together and were I to ask for-why 
She Is making such pother with that rubbishy straw. 

Her answer would be surely, “I know not but I Ml?ST.” 
Then,—could she take persuasion of Reason to desist 
From a purposeless action, in but a few days hence 
When her eggs were to hatch, she would look for her 
nest; 

And if another springtime found us here again, 

With memory of her fault, she would know a now word. 
Having made conscient passage from the MJST to the 
OUGHT.” 

Bridges does not bother with the question how 
the call of duty was gotten in the course of na¬ 
ture, but notes how it was later shaped in man 
from physical to moral ends, ani came no longer 
to affirm the bidding of instinct, but sometimes 
to oppose the bidding of that instinct. 

Positing beside OUGHT the equivalent OUGHT NOTS, 

The stern forbiddance of those Tables of Stone 
That Moses fetched out of the thunders of S nai. 

A GREAT difficulty exists in differing ethical 
standards. There are imperfections in men’s 
minds like the absence of one band of color 
from light. National mentalities are in many cases 
mutually incomprehensible, Irreconcilable ani 
estranged. We might say much the same of dif¬ 
ferent classes in the nation. Even a man of great 
intellect like Gladstone, if I understa nfl H. G. 
Wells’ opinion, was so immersed in a brilliant 
illuminating cloud of Greek and other scholarship, 
that he could not see through to the simple minds 
and needs and desperation of the ordinary poor 
folk who surrounded him, and so was not a truly 
educated man. Cardinal Newman seems to have 
felt the same difficulty. But to return to Bridges. 
He goes on to write of the need and the fame of 
the great teachers of the race, from the proph¬ 
ets to the present day, saviors of society, seers of 
the promised land, the loved and lovable whose 
names live evermore, to whom all the wisdom 
we have won, and all our future hope is due. 

Bridges has much to say of ethical progress, 
which ends, for him, in love and friendship. And 
friendship is in loving rather than in being loved. 
At last he speaks of the love of God. Some moral¬ 
ist, he says, thought there could be no friendship 
between God and man because of their unlimited 
disparity. But the Jewish prophets and our good 
friends the Jewish people, who taught the world 
to worship the Lord in the Beauty of Holiness, 
have disproved that. And so have countless Chris, 
tian people. And here Bridges states clearly his 
own belief, which must be of the deepest interest 
to all educated people reading his work, even if

A record of the RAF Bomber 
Command's night offensive 
against Germany is contained in 
a blue leather-bound loose-leaf 
volume three feet wide, two feet 
long and six inches thick. Offi¬ 
cially titled “Blue Book of Dam¬ 
age,’.’ it shows in detail the re-, 
suits of every bomber attack and 
all German attempts at recon¬ 
struction following bomb damage. 
The volume also contains a rec.

Luftwaffe at Coventry in 1940, 
when 400 bombers dropped 450 
tons of bombs in nine hours, or 
50 tons an hour.

Disservice 

Families with sons in Italy and the South Pa¬ 
cific whose sole chance to live depends today on 
a strong and steady supply line from home, are 
wondering how, after two years of bloody war 
io 3 ses, Americans can deliberately slacken that 
life line by “jurisdictional” strikes, or any other 
kind. 

Most current stoppages are brief, but their 

collective costliness must be reckoned in terms of 
fighting equipment delayed and lives lost. Tne 

inter-union mechanics’ strike that called out tool 
and die makers in 40 Ohio and Michigan plants 
and kept them out for four days is as good an 
example as any. “This union,” its leaders an¬ 
nounced, “reserves the right to defend it3 own 
i itereests by the full use of its full economic 
length.” That is, its striking strength. 

It is almost inconceivable that those men, 25,000 
rong, honestly feel that they may “reserve” the 
right to strike, or any other “right” that impedes 
the war effort; or that "its own interests” rank 

those of the Nation at war. That union’s vehv 

)ht to survive is somewhat secondary, it would 
s era, to the right of the Nation to survive. 

It is true that labor in general is turning in 
a splendid job of war work. And it is equally 
true that in general so is everybody else in the 
country. But. when any group or any leadership 
i: terferes even for an hour with the whee’s that 
(.'ight to be delivering the goods to our fighting 
con , it is a grave disservice to the nation "border¬ 
ing on treason. The fault must be found and cor. 
rioted. 

William Green’s advice to his own union mem- 
bars to “stay on the job regardless of any condi- 
t ans, and to keeep producing to the limit of abil¬ 
ity until final victory is won” is good advice for 
; 1 working men and women. And that, in war 
time, is not just those with union cards, but 
e . eiybody in the Nation.
